HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE.

Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners who have been appointed by the Board of 
Trade in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa, and a list of the local Trade Correspondents in British 
Colonies, together with information as to the work of His Majesty’s 
a Attachés and Consular Officers and their relation to the 

ranch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Ma!ta.—The United States Consul at Malta states, in a recent 
report to his Government, that German shippers of standard merchan- 
dise, such as charcoal flat-irons and oil stoves, are aiding local 
merchants to make German goods known to the Maltese by sending 
free to the local firms half-tone plates, mounted and ready for the 
printer, for advertising purposes. The cost to the shipper is small, 
as the plates are made in quantities, and do not require to be 
changed until they are worn out.

Bulgaria.—The British Consular Agent at Rustchuk writes pointing 
out that in order to increase the trade between the United Kingdom 
and the Rustchuk and other districts of Bulgaria it is absolutely 
necessary that British exporters should appoint representatives in the 
country, and send commercial travellers to visit it periodically. 
British trade is also much hampered by the severity of the conditions 
imposed upon the Bulgarian buyer. German firms, instead of re- 


quiring cash against documents, give from four to six months’ credit.

Corea.—The British Acting Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. A. H. 
Lay) has furnished the following information relative to the trade of 
Corea in 1910 :— 

The total value of the foreign trade of Corea in 1910 amounted 
to about 65,530,000 yen (6,996,000/.). Imports were valued at 
39,733,000 yen (4,061,000/.), and exports at 28,747,000 yen 
(2,935,000/.), including gold bullion. An increase on the final total 
figures for 1909 is recorded of 9,510,000 yen (971,0001.), composed of 
3,130,000 yen (820,000/.) in imports, and 6,380,000 yen (651,0001.) 
in exports. 

During the past two years the excess of imports over exports has 
tended to decrease. After the war there was a large demand of a 
temporary nature for all sorts of materials for the construction of 
railways, highways, harbours, and Government offices. At the same 
time the spending power of the Coreans was much stimulated by the 
wide distribution of money in the form of wages, and the result was a 
considerable purchase of foreign goods. In 1909, however, in spite 
of an increase of 218,000/. in the export trade, the import trade 
declined ; this was due to the cessation of imports for Government 
undertakings, as well as to the production in Corea of a certain 
quantity of various articles previously obtained from abroad, such as 
cigarettes, saké, Xc. 

The value of the import trade in 1910 increased by about 10 per 
cent. on that of 1909. The reason is to be found in the fact that the 
Coreans had money at their disposal, obtained from the profitable 
export of rice and beans. There was a very active demand for grey 
shirtings and sheetings, which resulted in an increased importation of 
over 920,000 yen (93,900/.). For white shirtings and sheetings the 
demand is growing year by year, and continues to be more marked 
than that for grey shirtings. Importers therefore anticipate that the 
wider use of dyed cloths among the natives may cause a future 
importation of this class of goods amounting perhaps to two or three 
times the quantity of grey shirtings required. ‘The import of woollen 
tissues shows an increase of 174,000 yen (17,800/.) as compared with 
1909, and this is accounted for by the demand for woollen cloths 
and serges, which was accentuated in 1910 by the necessity of 
making a large number of official uniforms consequent on the creation 
of the Government-General. (C. 2,082.)

The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at “‘ declared” values; and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned’ at 
official values, the values of the remainder being “declared.” The 
figures in italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the year ended December, 1910, and 
for the month of January, 1910, and 1911, are based, in each case, 

rtly on declared values and partly on the prices of the year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, t.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

PROTECTION OF INVENTIONS AND DESIGNS IN BRITISH 
INDIA. 


The “Gazette of India” of 28th January publishes the report of 
the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to the 
protection of Inventions and Designs, and the text of the Bill as 
amended by the Committee. Among other amendments the Com- 
mittee have inserted a clause (23) providing under certain conditions 
for the revocation of patents worked exclusively or mainly outside 
British India, on the application of a person who is prepared, and is 
in a position, to manufacture or carry on the patented article or 
process in British India, if the patentee refuses to grant a licence on 
reasonable terms. It is provided that the Act shall come into force 
on Ist January, 1912.

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WOOLLEN INDUSTRY OF BRITISH INDIA. 


A memorandum has been received from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence at Calcutta dealing with the woollen indust 
of British India in 1909. Of the five woollen mills of British India, 
one went into liquidation at the beginning of 1908, and of the 
remaining four, three represent a paid-up capital of Rs. 38,50,000 
{about 257,0001.), while the capital of the fourth, a small private mill 
at Bombay, is not stated. Two of the mills, one at Cawnpore in the 
United Provinces and the other at Dhariwal in the Punjab, have 
between them a paid-up capital of 30 lakhs (200,000/.) or 82 per 
cent. of the whole, and produce 89 per cent. of the total outturn of 
the British Indian mills. They weave cloth for the use of the army 
and police, and articles of superior quality generally, using for the 
high-class goods Australian wool, either pure or mixed with Indian 
wool. 

There was a net increase in 1909 both in the number of looms and 
spindles. The year 1905 was a record one both as regards the 
quantity and value of the goods produced. In 1906 and 1907, owing 
to the high price of wool, there was a considerable shrinkage in pro- 
duction ; a distinct recovery was revealed by the statistics for 1908, the 
figures surpassing even the record of 1905; and though no advance 
on those figures was made in 1909, the output of the mills was larger 
than in any other preceding year. 

The quantity of woollen goods imported into British India is very 
much greater than the production of the British Indian mills. Piece- 
goods and shawls from the United Kingdom and Germany made up 
the bulk of the imports. The value of the woollen goods imported 
in 1909 was Rs. 2,01,84,915, and of the production of British 
Indian mills Rs. 39,99,129, as compared with Rs. 3,11,74,770 and 
Rs. 42,85,988, respectively, in 1908. 

There are in various places factories for the weaving of carpets and 
rugs, and of pattu and pdshmina, but though these industries are in 
the aggregate extensive, they are individually small, the weaving 
being done on hand-looms. 

The exports of woollen goods from British India consist almost 
entirely of carpets and rugs, of which about three-fourths go to 
the United Kingdom and the greater part of the remainder to the 
United States. The values of British Indian carpets and rugs 
exported during the years 1907, 1908, and 1909 were Rs. 23,76,840, 
Rs. 23,13,195, and Rs. 20,67,690 respectively.

Applications for permission to import frozen meat must be 
addressed by the Cantons to the Federal Department of Agricalture, 
and permission to import will be granted only in the case of such 
places as have the requisite cold storage and refrigerating arrange- 
ments. Oonsignments must be accompanied by the prescribed certifi- 
cate (see the notices in the “ Board of Trade Journal” referred to 
above), and must be marked with a square stamp, the sides of which 
are at least four centimetres long, bearing the name of the district in 
Latin characters with the word “ Gefrierfleisch” (frozen meat) at the 
top.

COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


A copy of Statutory Rules (No. 138 of 1910) dated 22nd December, 
= 1910, has been received through the Colonial 
Regulations Office, laying down the Beet Sugar Regulations 
which have been issued under the Commonwealth 

“Excise Act, 1901.” 

These Regulations provide, water alia, that every producer shall keep 
an account of the following particulars in regard to the beet grown by 
him for the manufacture of sugar :— 

(a) the number of acres planted, 
(b) the weight of beet produced, 
(c) the factory at which sold and delivered. 

Returns are to be furnished to the Coilector in prescribed form not 
later than the 15th August in each year, distinguishing the particulars 
for white-grown beet from those for black-grown beet. 

Provision is also made for the granting of licences to manufacture 
beet sugar, amounts in which manufacturers are to give security for 
a licence to manufacture, the form of books and, accounts kept by 
manufacturers, and the sizes and weights of packages in which sugar 
may be removed from a factory.

RUSSIA (POLAND).

Extenei a posed railway construction in Poland, H.M. Consul 

at Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) has furnished the 
following further particulars in connection therewith :— 


The Commission of the Ministry of Communications has taken over 
and opened to traffic from the Ist March the newly constructed broad 
gauge railway from Herby on the German frontier to Kielce vid 
Czenstochowa. The new line, which is 122 versts (81 miles) in 
length, runs through a portion of the country rich in natural 
resources, which have as yet remained undeveloped owing to lack of 
proper communication. The line also forms a direct connection between 
the southern portions of Silesia and the interior of Russia, as at 
Kielce it joins the existing Dombrowa-Vistula railway, along which 
trafic can pass to the east without going through Warsaw or 
changing the gauge except at Herby. Water-borne freight from 
Stettin vid Kosel can thus be forwarded by a nearer direct route to 
the central and southern Russian provinces. 

A proposal has been put forward, but has not yet taken definite 
shape, for a new line from Kielce to Sandomierz on the Vistula at 
the point where it turns westward and forms the boundary between 
Russian Poland and Galicia. 

The scheme for a railway 185 versts (123 miles) long from 
Czenstochowa to Sieradz, running parallel with the German frontier 
and having feeders thereto from Wieruszew and Praszka, has been 
revived. ‘lhe construction is expected to be undertaken either by 
the Warsaw- Vienna Railway Company, or by the Lodzer Fabrik Bahn 
Company; the latter company is reported to have obtained per- 
mission to make the necessary surveys and to prepare plans. 

Permission has also been obtained by private promoters to submit 
plans for a new railway to run due north from Lodz wid Zgierz, 
Ozorkow, Lenczyca, Kutno, Gostynin, across the Vistula to Plock, and 
vid Sierpiec and Okalewo to Karfu, a town on the German frontier ; 
a branch line is proposed from Okalewo to Rypin, from whence a line 
is already sanctioried to the frontier town of Dobrzyn. (C, 2,182.)

EGYPT. 


The March issue of the Journal of the British Chamber of Commerce 
of Egypt contains the followin articulars 
oe relative to phosphate deposits in that sae _— 
_— During the course of the Geological Survey of 
Egypt, which was begun in 1896, extensive phosphate deposits were 
discovered. ‘These phosphate beds, which range in colour from a 
light grey to a yellowish brown, are composed mainly of fossil bones, 
such as the vertebree and teeth of fishes, together with coprolites and 
carbonate of lime. Varying quantities of siliceous matter and iron 
and aluminium compounds are also present. 

Nile Valley deposits.—Deposits have been discovered in the Nile 
valley at Sebahia, south of Esna, and on the top of the plateau called 
Jebel El Qurm. The nearest point of these latter to the railway is 
some 10 kiloms. away, and itis stated that a light railway could be laid 
at small cost by which the phosphates could be brought down to the 
Nile. Samples yielding 70 per cent. of tribasic phosphate were 
obtained from the deposits at Sebahia. Deposits in the neighbour- 
hood of Qena extend over a length of 25 kiloms. from the base of 
Jebel Serrai and the southern end of Abu Had, with an average 
breadth of 1 kilom. Although there are apparently large deposits of 
low grade phosphates here, phosphates giving up to 70 per cent. of 
tricalcium have not as yet been found. Very little systematic 
prospecting, however, has been done. 

Red Sea Hills deposits (see p. 396 of “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
25th August, 1910).—Phosphate bearing beds occur on the east slope 
of the Red Sea Hills, in the Duwi Hills and near Wadi Safaja, from 
whence there is a good track to the sea at a place with 13 fathoms of 
water close to the shore. It is understood that preparations are being 
made to work these deposits on a large scale, and that a light railway 
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EGY PT —continued. 
is now being constructed. The phosphate bed also reappears a little 
south of Qossier, the deposit being overlaid by thick limestone. 

Dakhla Oasis deposits—Phosphoratic deposits occur throughout the 
Dakhla oasis, extending from the extreme west at Qasr Dakhla to the 
extreme east at Tenid, a distance of over 50 kiloms. The average 
thickness of the phosphate bed is between 2 and 3 metres. Throughout 
the desert margin bordering the cultivated lands at Qasr Dakhla, 
Birbaya, Rashida and Hindan, these beds could be worked with great 
facility. 

It conba appear that the average of the out cropping rock in the 
Egyptian phosphate deposits contains between 40 and 50 per cent. of 
tricalcium phosphate, but occasional samples have returned much 
higher values up to over 70 per cent. Such localities as have been 
given systematic attention give promise of producing considerable 
quantities of rock averaging over 60 per cent.

Proprietors or lessees of privately-owned land who are desirous of 
opening up quarries must first of all forward to the “ Direccién de 
Minas, Geologia 6 Hidrologia del Ministerio de Agricultura,” full 
particulars as to the operations which they intend to pursue. 
Notification of quarries being already worked must be sent in within 
two months. The foregoing regulations are intended to give practical 
effect to Article 109 of the Argentine Mining Code.

The production in the city of Buenos Aires in the same 
year amounted to 213,000 tons. A large quantity of flour is utilised 
in the making of macaroni and biscuits of many varieties. In those 
parts of the country districts where the population is scarce and bread 
is difficult to procure, there is a large consumption of very plain hard 
water biscuit. 

Sugar.—The annual consumption of sugar in Buenos Aires, which 
is steadily increasing, amounts to about 165,000 tons. It is used in 
the manufacture of sweets, the canning of fruit, jam making, and the 
preparation of fruit syrups for summer drinks. (4,937.)

BRITISH INDIA. 


According to a return received from the Director-General of Commer- 
cial Intelligence at Calcutta, the number of paper 

Paper Mills. mills at work in British India in 1909 was eight, 

comprising three in Bengal, four in the Bombay 
Presidency, and one in the United Provinces. The estimated capital 
of these mills was about 50 lakhs of rupees. The value of the output 
reported rose from 74 lakhs in 1908 to 77°5 lakhs in 1909, the 
largest production in any single year on record. 

The competition of cheap wood-pulp paper imported from Europe 
has checked the development of paper-making by older methods in 
India, and the most successful mills are those which have Government 
contracts for the supply of cheap foolscap, blotting paper, notepaper, 
and envelopes. In 1905 the value of the paper manufactured in British 
India and of that imported was nearly 52 lakhs and 70 lakhs respec- 
tively. In 1909 the corresponding figures were 77°5 and 100 lakhs, 
the value of the imports having increased in the meantime by 43 per 
cent., and the value of the internal production by 49 per cent,

Attention is further called to the fact that the “ Annual Statement 
of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions ” for the year 1909 has been issued (see notices on 
pp. 513 and 458 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 9th June and 
1st September, 1910, respectively, and p. 435 of this issue), and may be 
purchased* at a cost of 5s. 2d. for the first volume, 3s. 2d. for the 
second volume, and 3s. ld. for the supplement. This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than 
can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume 
abstract tables for the years 1905-1909, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each 
country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade 
of the United Kingdom with each foreign country and British 
Possession, and of the trade at each port of the United Kingdom ;

Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 the figures of Volumes I. and II. 
relate to the countries of consigwment for imports and countries of 
final destination for exports. A supplementary volume similar to 
that noted above for 1909 will continue to be issued for later years, in 
which particulars will be given as mentioned above, on the same 
basis as those published (up to the year 1908) in the first two 
volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the details of 
the differences resulting from the change of system for a further limited

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription tothe “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below). 





Commerocial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters. On application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, 
80 far as is possible, information with regard to the following 
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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE—cont, 


subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign 
and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of ‘Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial [Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public.
